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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 1 is pending and is examined below. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the house, the house 
coverd in steel lamina and the wood interior must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Specification 

35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to , 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: a showier final effect, Mon-Ten, "...rolling 
the lamina in cold and with drawing formed..." Appropriate correction is required. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the phrase "A third step 
consisting of setting the closings of the structure" is not well understood. In addition, the 
abstract contains multiple grammatical errors. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The phrase "...rolling lamina in cold and with ua drawing formed by skids, a core 

and some closings..." is not understood by the examiner and the misspelled word "ua" 

must be corrected. 

The phrase "...and setting closings of the structure..." found in the last paragraph 
of the claim, is not understood by the examiner and is grammatically incorrect. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The claim is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document 
and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Regarding claiml , the phrase "similar to" found on line 3, renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
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The term "grade 5" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "grade 5" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The examiner is aware that 
grading scales for screws, bolts and the like exist, however it is not disclosed what 
limitations are to be meet by using a "grade 5" screw. 

The term "showier" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "showier" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rokes, 
US Patent 6,675,540 in view of Anderson, US Patent 6,302,475 and further in view of 
Monda et al. US Patent 6,293,069. Rokes discloses a house structure (fig 1 ) that is on 
a piece of land (4 fig 1 ) consisting of columns (70 fig 3), joists (98 fig 3), skids (42 fig 2), 
and crosspieces (80 fig 3). Further comprising joint plates (52 fig 2) and screws 
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(column 2 lines 4-5). The crosspieces are welded (column 2 lines 4-5). The interior of 
the structure is covered in hard wood that is pieced together using tongue and groove 
(column 3 lines 64-65). Rokes does not disclose curved surfaces or a steel exterior; 
however, Anderson discloses a structure with curved aerodynamic surfaces for (fig 1 ) 
that are used to make the structure more aerodynamic, so when the structure is being 
transported it is more cost effective. Rokes in view of Anderson doe not disclose a steel 
exterior., however, Monda et al. does discloses a wall structure that is covered with 
steel (33 fig 6). It would have been obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art at the time 
of the invention to select a known material, such as steel, for use on the exterior of a 
house structure to improve the structures resistance to wind. 

It is noted that the step of calculating and designing a structure to be able to 
support wind loads is well known in the art and an essential design step for any 
structure.
